Judge Stanton Hall said, at 
the conclusion of the hearing, 
that he was allowing bond on 
the murder charge because of- 
ficers said the four men were 
among those who burned Dah- 
mer's store, and no one was 
hurt at the store. 

A second carload of Ku Klux 
Klansmen involved in the early 
morning raid attacked the Dah- 
mer house while he and his 
family were at home. 

Deboxtel and Lyons won mis- 
trials after a series of trials 
resulting from charges filed in 
the bombings. Cases against the 
other two have not come up and 
all four have been in jail since 
last January. 

Bond was denied Charles C . 
Winson and Lawrence Byrd by 
JudgTHall. 

In an earlier proceeding, Sam 
Bowers of Laurel, who won a 
mistrial on a charge of arson 
in the case, pleaded innocent to 
a new indictment charging him 
with murder. 

The new indictment was re- 
turned last Mondy by the For- 
rest County Grand Jury and 
Bowers has been held in jail 
without bond since then. 

Bonds for Thonton and Lyons 
were posted shortly after the 
ruling and attorneys said the 
other two would post bond 
shortly.
